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Town may save a bundle 


Retrofit cost 
up in the air

The North East Solid Waste 
Committee (NESWC) and Whee- 
labrator, the company that oper- 
ates NESWC’s incinerator, will 
meet at the law firm of Hill and 
Barlow, in Boston, on Friday at 10 
a.m. 

At issue is the $35 million cost 
for installation of air emissions 
filters, called retrofits, at Whee- 
labrator’s North Andover inciner- 
ator. Wheelabrator is required to 
install the retrofits, in order to 
comply with tougher federal air 
emissions guidelines that take 


effect next year. 
Originally, Wheelabrator 
planned to charge NESWC the full 


cost for the retrofit, but the state 
supreme court ruled in June of 
1998 that the costs would be 
shared by both parties. 

According to Wheelabrator plant 
manager Jim McIver, three or 
four issues remain unresolved 
between both sides, foremost 
among these being the division of 
the payment for the retrofit. 

“Division of payment will be the 
primary topic of discussion, but it 
will not be a sticking point that 
prevents us from reaching a 
deal,” McIver said. 

Pending an agreement, NESWC 
towns are paying for the retrofit. 
Since the retrofit is only in the 
‘planning stages, costs are rela- 
ttively low, but once the actual 

of materials and instal- 
lation takes place, prices will 
increase dramatically. 

» This comes on top of debt-relat- 
’ed costs associated with 
»*NESWC’s service agreement with 
‘Wheelabrator. 

“When NESWC communities 
funded the construction of the in- 
cinerator in the early 1980's, the 
construction related debt was 
backloaded, so that the bulk of 
NESWC’s yearly payments on 
this debt were pushed to the end 


of their 20 year contract with 
Wheelabrator. 

The North Andover incinerator 
converts trash into energy, and 
NESWC assumed they would be 
able to sell this energy to offset 
the construction related debt, 
which never happened. 

The construction related debt 
payments totalled $19 million this 
year, and will increase to $47 mil- 
lion in 2005, the last year’ of 
NESWC’s contract with Whee- 
labrator. A bond reserve fund, 
however, will reduce the cost in 
the last year of the contract to $30 
million, NESWC Executive Direc- 
tor Shawn Worster said. 

According to Wilmington Town 
Manager Mike Caira, Wilmington 
pays about $90 per ton of trash 
incinerated, a price expected to

School board reviews plan

WILMINGTON - In an effort to 
help students with chronic behav- 
ioral problems, a behavior man- 
agement team proposed a plan to 
alter in-school —_ counseling, 
improve parent outreach services 
and create greater coordination 
of community and state services. 

Robert Arsenault and Cleo Fre- 
dette, co-chairs of the Behavior 
Action Team, presented the 
proactive and reactive action 
plan to the Wilmington School 
Committee on January 27. 

As part of changing the counsel- 
ing services, Fredette said it 
would be necessary to develop 
and implement a K-12 character 
development curriculum. 

The team also thought each 
school should semiannually iden- 
tify at risk-students, which in- 
cludes those with social, emotion- 
al, behavioral and academic 
problems. The principal would 
then address the needs of the stu- 
dents and begin to allocate build- 
ing-based counseling services 


accordingly. 

Arsenault said they want to ex- 
pand the coordination among 
counselors in the different 
schools by providing monthly 
case conferencing forums for all 
counseling personnel.

WILMINGTON - Barry Fioren- 
za's prolonged legal battle to 
obtain a Keno license came to an 
end last Monday, after he was 
awarded the license by the Massa- 
chusetts Superior Court. 

"I'm relieved the American jus- 
tice system works," Fiorenza 
said. 

Fiorenza had been sparring with 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men since December of 1996 over 
it’s objection to a Keno license for 
his business, Uptown Deli, on 
Middlesex Ave. in North Wilming- 
ton. 

Selectmen had recommended 
Fiorenza not receive a license, 
based’ on the recommendation 
made by Chief of Police Bobby 
Stewart. 

Stewart said a background 
check conducted on Fiovenza 
turned up reasons why he should 
not receive a license, but Stewart 
never elaborated on what the 
background check had specifical- 
ly found. 

Fiorenza has no knowledge of 
what the background check 
found, or why Stewart opposed his 
application for a Keno license. He 
said he suspects it was something 
he had done when he was a juve- 
nile, which should not prevent 
him from receiving the license...

Battle of Lexington 
could be lost 


LEXINGTON: This Revolution- 
ary War town is planning a big bash 
for the 225th anniversary of the 
Battle of Lexington next year, but 
organizers say the state’s new gun 
control law is threatening the 
event's authenticity 

It’s the latest celebration slated 
to go gunless under the law passed 
last year. During Gov. Paul 
Cellucci’s recent inauguration, the 

Lexington Minutemen attended, but 
went without their traditional mus- 
kets because of new weapon stor- 
age requirements. 

In this historie town, up to a 
quarter of a million visitors are 
expected for the three-day anniver- 
sary extravaganza in April 2000, 
along with 1,000 to 1,500 reenactors 
of the battle itself. 

But Hayward Gardner, chair- 

; manof Lexington Commission 2000, 
says the blast may go up in smoke 
unless the state amends its new gun 
law toexempt antique weapons from 

}1 storage and trigger-lock require- 

_ments and to free reenactors from 
having to get licenses. 

Gardner told the Lexington Min- 
uteman newspaper that he’s work- 
ing on a solution with two state 
lawmakers. 


Sen; Susan Fargoand state Rep 
Jay, Kaufman, D-Lexington, are 
talking to Cellucci and legislative 
leaders about amendments that 
would exempt muskets manufac-

Melaragni, a Wilmington resi- 
dent, who spent the last four years 
reporting on Tewksbury and Bil- 
lerica for MediaOne Metro News, is 
leaving the station to begin work 
for Middlesex District Attorney 
Martha Coakley’s office on Mon- 
day.

“I got involved in reporting legal 
issues more and more, it was some- 
thing that really interested me,” 
Melaragni said. “I knew it was the 
direction I wanted to go in.” 

But Melaragni did not always 
have such a clear sense of what 
direction he wanted to travel. 

After he graduated Wilmington 
High School in 1982, Melaragni had 
no definite plans, and despite being 
awarded two cash college scholar- 
ships, he “took a year off.” In 1984, 
Melaragni and his brother Mark 
opened Wired For Sound, an auto- 
motive electronics store at 207 
Chelmsford St., in Lowell, which 
Mark still runs. 

According to Melaragni, the 
1980's was a lucrative time, and 
business at Wired For Sound was 
good. But by the late 1980's, the 
money ceased to inspire him, and 
his interest in television and film 
began to take hold of his fancy. 

“Tused to sit in movies and read 
the credits, I always wondered what 
the best boy, grip and gaffers did on 
the set,” Melaragni said. 

He worked on student films in 
and around the Boston area, and

Defense spending bill to help Massachusetts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
major defense spending bill ap- 
proved finally by Con; will 
provide billions of dollars next 
year to keep Massachusetts 
companies turning out fighter 
jet engines and other military 


With only 10 minutes of 
debate, the Senate voted 942 
Tuesday to approve a $250.5 bil- 
lion defense appropriations bill 
for fiseal 1999, which begins 
Thursday. Democratic Sens. 
Paul Wellstone of Minnesota 
and Russell Feingold of Wis- 
consin voted no. 

With the House having 
passed the bill 369-43 on Mon- 
day, the measure is now ready 
for President Clinton’s ex-

Among the provisions are 
$2.8 billion for 30 F/A-18 E/F 
Super Hornet fighters for the 
Navy, which are powered by 
engines made by General Elec- 
tric Co. in Lynn, Mass. It’s un- 
clear how much of the total 
amount the engine-maker, 
which: will provide 66 of its 
F414 engines for the fighters, 
will get. v 

GE- will also benefit from 
several other provisions. 

The bill provides $272 million 
for 29 Black Hawk helicopters 
for the Army and the Army Na- 
tional Guard.

Redesign of Lucci’s parking lot proposed

Engineer Eugene Sullivan, rep- 
esenting the Lucci Trust and Re- 


alty, had originally presented 
plans to replace a retail kiosk sell- 
g T-shirts at the Plaza’s north- 
entrance with the ATM. But 
ard members, citing the effect 
sfhe ATM would have on a troubled 
Sparking lot traffic situation, 
epxpanded the site plan review to 
saddress the parking lot's overall 
fraffic woes. 


* Revised plans presented on Tues- 
ay made two significant improve- 
ents to the plaza, including the 
‘separation of the parking lot from 
¢Woburn Street. 
.A wooden fence and concrete 
‘b would run along the Plaza’s 
der with Woburn Street, which 
“would run from the Plaza’s 
Byrn Street entrance, to a tele- 
hone pole at the intersection of 
Woburn and Lowell Streets leaving 
the Woburn St. entrance open. 
The curb and fence would pre- 
vent haphazard access along 
Woburn Street, and would reclaim 
room for 19 parking spaces be- 
tween the street and the side of a 
strip of stores that include the Vil- 
lage Apothecary, LeDuc's Card 
and Gift and Rick's Barbershop. 


Parking modifications were also 
made to the ATM. 

The spaces were reconfigured to 
decrease the conflict between 
ATM and Dunkin’ Donuts cus- 
tomers. The board suggestion that 
the ATM parking be made perpen- 
dicular to Lowell Street, to further 
prevent its customers from cross- 
ing with Dunkin’ Donuts traffic, 
was taken into consideration. 

But other questions regarding 
the ATM remain unanswered 

Board members had requested 
the ATM be moved to the center of 
the parking lot, because its pro- 
posed location by the Plaza’s 
northern entrance is already sub- 
ject to traffic problems. The 
Dunkin Donuts drive-through line 
habitually backs up to this 
entrance. 

Sullivan said such a move would 
be impractical. 

According to Sullivan, the ATM, 
Royal Dynasty and Lucci’s shared 
the same peak business hours be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 1 p.m., and 
again in the evening. 

Sullivan said observation of 
these sites revealed that at peak 
times, customers for both Lucci’s 
and Royal Dynasty parked in the 
middle of the parking lot. This 
poses a conflict for the ATM, 
which expects a maximum of 30 
customers per hour during peak 
hours, Sullivan said. 

In it’s proposed location the ATM 
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would only conflict with Dunkin’ 
Donuts customer parking 
Dunkin’ Donuts would is busiest in 
the eafly morning hours until 
approximately 10 a.m., which 
would not coincide with the ATM 
customer parking, Sullivan said. 

But board member Carol Hamil- 
ton disagreed with Sullivan's 
observations. 

“In spite of the fact that says the 
ATM will be used more at noon 
than in the morning, but I see lots 
of people at the ATM in the morn- 
ing.” Hamilton said. “And I'm not 
alone.” 

The board also requested that 
the parking in front of the strip of 
stores, along Lowell Street, be an- 
gled so they only allow access for 
vehicles travelling from Route 38 
towards Reading. 

The Board said it would help 
alleviate traffic problems in the 
area, and decrease the risk in- 
volved with pulling in and out of 
those parking spaces. But the 
request was met with stiff resis- 
tance. 

John Lucci, Plaza owner, said 
the strip of stores along Lowell 
Street depended on customers 
travelling both directions on the 
street, and that slanted parking 
would have a detrimental affect 
on business. 

“If you don’t make it easy for 
people, they won't go to the 
stores,” Lucci said. “I won’t angle

Ameri- 
ch tree sparrows are non-migra- 
toPs, but usually stay in the less 
developed areas of suburbia.

Rosemary DeMarco of Crystal 
Road in Wilmington called about 


mid January, quite upset after 
watching a hawk attack and devour 
a starling in her yard. Rosemary 
asked if there was anything she 
could do to prevent this from hap- 
pening again. The short answer is 
no, unless youare tempted to resort 
to activities which are illegal in 
Wilmington. (whichI would quickly 
advise against! ) What was observed 
was simply part of nature's plan, as 
hard as that may be for us to ac- 
cept. Hawk populations are up in 
New England, especially Coopers 
and sharp shinned hawks. (Page 
152 in Peterson's Eastern Birds.) 
Although only a bit larger than 
pigeons, these two “bird hawks” 
(accipiters) are very accomplished 
predators. They are simply a part 
of the population control plan which 
exists in the wild. The good news is 
that individual hawks do not usu- 
ally remain for more than a day or 
two in any one location. They seem 
tobe constantly onthe move. Ihave 
seen the smaller of the two, a sharp 
shinned, inmy backyard three times 
this winter (could be the same bird) 
and watched it knock down and 
carry away a junco just last week.

Reading Det. Lt. Kevin 
Patterson both agreed that the 
policing skills of Officer 
Higginbottom stood out in the 
case. 

“Officer Higginbottom did an 
outstanding job of police work,” 
said MacKay. “To take what little 
information he had, and turn it 
into an arrest was very impres- 
sive.” 

“Officer Higginbottom certainly 
deserves our congratulations for 
going above and beyond the call 
to solve the case,” said Patterson 

During questioning by the 
Wakefield Police, Ryan allegedly 
implicated herself, and Langan in 
the other pending cases. 

With the information and evi- 
dence discovered, Wakefield Po- 
lice obtained an arrest warrant 
from Malden District Court for 
Ryan. She is being charged in 
Wakefield for two counts of 
armed robbery, possession of 
stolen property (license plate), 
and possession of a hyperdermic 
needle. She allegedly stole the 
needle from Melrose/Wakefield 
Hospital after creating a diver- 
sion by spilling a tray of soda. 
The needle was discovered during

Langan has yet to be charged by 
Wakefield Police because he re- 
fused extradition.

A search of Langan’s room on 
Jefferson Road in Wakefield al- 
legedly revealed the notebook 
with paper identical to that used 
in the robberies.

A liaison will also be provided to 
families whose child needs assis- 
tance from community-based or 
state services. 

Fredette emphasized that ‘the 
plan would take five years to im- 
plement and the school depart- 
ment would probably need to hire 
more staff for the various pro- 


grams. 

Realizing that the plan goes be- 
yond the district's parameters of 
counseling and policies, Wilming- 
ton Superintendent Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell asked the school board 
to review the plan before voting 
on if that night. “There is an 
awful lot here,” she said. “These 
action steps are meant to be 
multi-year goals.” 

Fredette said the exact number 
of students the programs would 
reach is unknown. “There’s a 
certain number of students at 
every school that need help,” said 
Fredette.

Strength tr

In previous articles, I have 
stressed strength training as an 
essential part of any exercise pro- 
gram. Effective strength exercise 
demands a fair amount of attention 
to detail, especially regarding form 
and technique, and there are some 
general rules that promote safety 
and results. These rules apply to 
just about everyone who uses weight 
training as a part of an exercise 
program. 

Become familiar with the cor- 
rect position and movement of all 
the exercises you use. Sometimes 
being just slightly out of position 
will strongly detract from the ben- 
efit of an exercise. Weights should 
always be lifted and lowered under 
control, whether using machines or 
free weights. If a particular weight 
is too heavy to lift in a smooth, 
continuous motion, lower the 
weight. I see lots of people (mostly 
men) in the gym lifting too much 
weight and using horrible form. 
The only thing this pumps upis ego! 
Using bad form begs an injury, and 
it'slows progress. 

\! Typically, the best way to deter- 
mine what weight to use on an 
exercise is to experiment. Start with 
a weight you feel you can easily 
handle, and work up toa weight you

can lift for 12 repetitions in proper 
form. The weight should be heavy 


enough so that the 12th repetition is 
the last one you can perform under 
control and in good form (a 13th rep 
would require breaking form). As 
your body adapts and a particular 
weight becomes easier to use, in- 
crease the weight by about five 
percent, drop a couple of repeti- 
tions from each set, and work back 
up to 12. Ifa five percent increase is 
impossible (i.e. when using dumb- 
bells that go from five to eight 
pounds), move to the next avail- 
able weight, but drop the repeti- 
tions to about six or eight and work 
back to 12in good form. This can be 
done continuously until you just 
want to maintain the results you 
have achieved. At that point using 
the same weights each workout is 
fine. 

Always employ a warm-up set 
on every exercise. This simply 
means using a lighter weight for 
the first set of an exercise to pre- 
pare the muscles for your regular 
workout weight. 

Use these guidelines to make 
your strength training more effi- 
cient and effective. If you have 
more specific questions, seek an- 
swers from a qualified fitness pro- 
fessional.

Re- are, quite simply 
put, birds of prey. They 
are also impressive birds and in 
the hands of Wingmasters Jim 
Parks of Wilmington and Julie 
Collier of Springfield they put on 
a show that will keep young peo- 
ple in rapt attention. 

“This is absolutely not a flight 
demonstration,” Parks is quick to 
explain. “It is illegal to do that.” 

In fact the birds that Parks 
and Collier exhibit would not, for 
various reasons ever be able to 
take flight again. However, they 
tan educate young and old minds 
about the plight of the big and 
$mall birds that make up an 
important part of our eco-system. 

Parks and Collier are licensed 
rehabilitators and educators and 
working out of Collier's 
Springfield office, they visit some 
300 schools, libraries and muse- 
ums a year. The pair have seven 


different presentations that they 
can make. 

Another area where they make 
their presentations is in elderly 
housing. 

“The seniors really love the 
birds,” Parks said. 

In their mission statement, the 
couple state, “Wingmasters is a 
partnership of two people dedicat- 
ed to increasing public under- 
standing and appreciation of 
North American birds of prey.” 

Parks is also quick to explain, 
that the show is not for birthday 
parties. 

Witnessing a recent show that 
took place at the Museum of Our 
National Heritage in Lexington it 
is easy to see why the show is 
interesting to young and old alike. 
Collier and Parks presented the 
show they call “A Multicultural 
Look at Birds of Prey.” 

During the show the pair fea- 
ture a great horned owl, a barn 
owl, an American Kestral falcon, 
a broad-winged hawk, a red-tailed

Ina publicity statement Collier 
and Parks state that the “..pre- 
sentation explores the ways dif- 
ferent cultures have regarded 
birds of prey. Ancient Egyptians 
worshiped the falcon as the cos- 
mic deity Horus; classical Greeks 
honored the owl as Athend’s bird; 
Native Americans awarded the 
feathers of the golden eagle only 
to the brave and the exemplary. 

The presentation is inter- 
spersed with the several birds and 
a variety of cultural artifacts and 
touches on cultures from Orient 
to the Pacific Northwest, from 
Africa to Latin America and even 
to the highways and backyards of

Parks joined up with Collier 
about five years ago. 

“I came to Julie as a wild-life 
photographer,” Parks said. 

She added, “He fell under the 
bird's spell.” 

As with all rehabilitators, 
Parks had to pass exams to 
become licensed and had to work 
as an apprentice for seven 
months. He recommends that 
anyone, who thinks they are 
interested in doing this type of 
work, go to a local zoo and volun- 
teer their time. 

“As far as doing something like 
this,” Parks said, “there is noth- 
ing like hands on experience.” 

Parks notes that the couple 
are really about the birds and not 
about themselves. However, they 
do have a way with children 

Collier said, “The birds are the 
stars.” 

Parks explained, “The reason 
we are successful is because we 
know how to work with children.” 


As to the birds being the stars, 
that is evident as they bring each 
of the birds out of their solid 
wood cages individually. The 
cages are necessary because of 
the birds personalities. 

The same great horned owl 
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that made threatening hissing 
sounds at Collier while she was 
talking about it, readily comes 
out of his cage and flies onto 
Park’s gloved arm while making 
cooing sounds. 

The five pound bird uses its 
horns to warn other birds of dan- 
ger. Although they seem to be 
capable of turning their heads 
completely around, this is one of 
the myths that Collier is fond of 
breaking. 

Actually the great horned, 
with its grey and brown feather, 
and the orange-yellow and white 
feathered barn owl, which is also 
a part of the show, can only turn 
their heads about 1/2 of the way 
around. 

The birds do have phenomenal 
hearing. 

According to the presentation, 
the barn owl is endangered as a 
species in Massachusetts, mainly 
because of the demise of the old 
wooden barns on farms. 

Collier notes that the barn owl, 
known as the farmers friend, may 
have been the start of many ghost 
stories. 

It is the farmer’s friend 
because rodents is the main meal 
for the birds. 

With a silent flight, due to 
smooth, soft feathers and the fact 
that the bird does not hoot, but, 
sometimes screeches, could 
cause a person passing a house, 
barn or even a cemetery to con- 
jure up the thought of spirits. 

As the American Kestler 
Falcon is brought out of its cage, 
Collier describes it as a small 
bird that “thinks of itself as Hulk 
Hogan.” 

“Ounce for ounce,” Parks said, 
“this is the most difficult bird to 
work with.” 

It is the only falcon that is nor- 
mally seen in this area and can 
be viewed by looking up on a tele- 
phone pole. The birds orange-red 
coloring makes it look like a large 
American robin. 

Parks advises his audience to 
watch for the tell-tale signs of the 
bobbing tail, and the constant 
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Two local skaters are mem-

moving of the big head as the dif- 
ference between the falcon and 
the robin. 

The broad winged-hawk lives 
in Massachusetts only about one- 
half of the year. In the colder 
weather the birds migrate south 
to Florida or even Central 
America, depending on age, to 
chase after frogs, salamanders 
and insects that they feed on. 

As with people, the broad- 
winged hawk may be adversely 
affected by the hurricanes that 
struck Central America in the 
late fall. 

The red-tailed hawk is a bird 
that you can see while driving 
down the highways. Especially, 
according to Parks, at the inter- 
section of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike and Route 128. The 
warm updrafts of these large 
expanses of asphalt help the birds 
soar as they seek out rodents to 
eat. 

Parks also notes that they do 
not feed on roadkill. 

Another myth that is dispelled 
as part of this particular presen- 
tation is that golden eagles can 
fly off with human babies. In fact 
the bird cannot fly off with any- 
thing more than five pounds. 

There are no golden eagles liv- 
ing in this area, however, this one 
was shot and is, now part of the 
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again. 

According to Collier, the gold- 
en eagle is an integral part of the 
Mexican flag. It is said that the 
Aztecs knew where to settle by 
seeing a “gold colored eagle sit- 
ting on a prickly plant.” 

It is amusing to watch how the 
birds react to the sound and sight 
of the audience. Not only is the 
show very informative it goes by 
quickly because of the entertain- 
ment provided by the birds and 
their handlers.

“The School Committee, in a 
highly unusual move, reevaluat- 
ed the i it’s contract 
and approved a hefty two-step 
increase. 

“The vote was 4 to 1, with 
member Trish Colella casting 
the only opposing vote. 

“The combined increase 
shows a hike of nearly 11 per- 
cent over Troughton’s present 


“Recently, Troughton’s annu- 
al salary was $90,730, a sum 
which reflects a 4.25 percent 
hike that went into effect on 
July 1, 1998. Prior to that salary 
adjustment he had been making 
$87,346. 

“The salary hike approved by 
the committee’s vote brought 
the-superintendent’s salary to 
$96,500 on January 1, 1999 and 
will bring it to $100,500 on July 
1, 1999. 

“The jump from $87,346 on 
June 30, 1998 to $100,500 on July 
1, 1999 reflects a hike of some 15 
percent over a 12 month period. 

“The superintendent’s con- 
tract continues to be valid 
through June 30, 2002, although 
it does contain a provision for 
annual salary adjustments. The 


new contract also increases 
Troughton’s disability insurance 
payments to $2,000.”
